THE NEW STATE VAULT. 


Impervious to Fire, Ficeds, Burgiars, 
Moth and Rust. 


The new vault in the state treasu- 
er’s office at Carson is a magnificent 
specimen of one ef the finest arts of the 
nineteenth century. The busy mind 
ef the inventive Yankee has been at 
work for fifty years endeavouring to 
provide a place where treasures might 


| be absolutely safe from fire, flood and 


cunning burglar. There is but little 
hope of success if the new coin room 
erected by Hall's safe and lock com- 
pany in Mr Crockett's office does not 
fill the bill. 

Tue old vault is ordinarily fire-proof 
and will be used for reports, beoks, 
papers and etc., but nothing to tempt 
the cupidity ef the professional thief 
will be stored there. Mest of the 
readers of the GazeTre will remember 
the alcove between the old vault and 
the north wall of the office. This

space is entirely filled by the new 
safe. The frent is a massive wall 
of solid masonry two feet thick and 
eleven feet high; the morth wall is 
three fect thick; the west wall 
wr back of vault is one of the 
niain walls ef the building and is 
ot the same thickness as the nerth 
will. The south wall joins the north 
wall of the old vault, and the two are 


tEiree and a half feet thick. The top 
is a layer of grouted mason work twe 
feet thick resting on a close layer of 
railroad iren which runs crosswise and 
ente ers the east and west wall twelve 
ioch es. The dimensions of the inside 
are: length north and south, fourteen 
feet mine inches; depth, five feet six 
inches, and hight, nine feet. It is 
lined throughout with boiler iron 
seven -sixteenths of an inch thick 
rireto I with T joints. The flour is 
laid ut ider the lining of beiler iron 
first with stone flags twelve inches 
thick, ud solid masonry between it 
and the feundations of the capitel 
buildiny:. An air chamber two inches 
in depth surrounds the entire vault 
between the limieg and the masoary, 
with an otitlet at the southeast cerner. 
The rcom is entered through twe 
deors, the inner of which is double 
and swings outward. Each side is 
compesed of four layers of ene-fourth 
ioch chilled iron and drill-proef steel, 
two of each alternating, and are one 
inch thick and when shut are secured 
with four heavy steel bolts. The 
opening is seven feet by three feet and 
feur inches. The eutside door swi 

te the south. It is two and a 
inches thick and consists of an iron 
plate between two of drill-proof steel. 
Six steel bolts one and three-quarters 
inches thick cross the door, and enter 
the frame seven-eighths ef an inch oa 
either side. Two bolts at the top and 
two at the bettem are moved by the 
same lever. The leck is Hall's best 
combination six-tumbler double - chro- 
nometer Howard movement timers. 
This doer weighs 1700 pounds. The 
frame in which it is set is two feet six 
inches thick and five feet wide, and 
weighs three and one half tons. It is 
bolted and riveted fast to the | 
ot the vault. 

Iuside the vault is set a safe which 
is the finest work in the fire and bur- 
glar · p line. It weighs 6200 
pounds, altheugh it is only three feet 
ten inches high, three feet feur inches 
wide and two feet deep, and cost 
$2365. It has double deors four 
inches thick, composed of five plates, 
the outside ene of which is chilled 
irom and the feur inside ones of the 
best drill-proof steel. The right hand 
doer overlaps the other and double 
fastens it. right hand leck is a 
double-tumbler leck with two cembi- 
oatiens, and is in reality twe locks 
which can be werked independently 
er together, and is armed with How- 
ard’s chronometer double-time meve- 
ment.. The other has one six-tumbler 
lock, and beth have feur steel bolts 
one and ene-half inches ia diameter. 
Each door cevers a compartment 
which are separated by a steel bur- 
glar-preof partition three inches 
thick. They are in the clear fourtéen 
inches deep, thirty high and seventeen 
wide, and each bas two steel shelves 
fer coin. The safe will hold one mil- 
lion dollars in twenty dollar pieces. 
It is neatly painted and bears on its 
face Hall's Safe ard Lock Company. 
Patent, July 23, 1867.“ in gilt letters. 
The inner vault door has an artistic 
painting of a Lake Tahoe scene—the 
outer ene an Oregon scene with Mount 
Shasta in the distance.

Shall we meekly bow eur 
heads and supinely refuse te work at- 
all? Ged forbid! Let us not add dis- 
grace to disaster! Let us not prove to 
the world that we are craven hearted 
mea, willing to sink under the first 
hot breath of calamity! Let us not be- 
ceme shames to our wives, disgraces 
to eur mothers and unworthy our 
children!
